Other tens of thousands celebrated 
their midnight devotions in Rome’s 
other 400 churches, while throngs 
milled about the famous fair in the 
Piazza Navona, blowing horns and 
otherwise indulging in the season’s 
good cheer until the early morning 
hours,

Born in San Francisco in 1857, 
Siligman came east for his education 
and was graduated from New York 
University in 1875. He began his 
banking career with the Anglo-Cali- 
fornia bank, of California, and in 
1880 came again to New York as a 
partner in the banking house with 
which he was associated at his death. 


ISAAC HEWLING. 

COVINGTON. Ky., Dec. 24.—(/® 
Isaac Newton Hewling, believed to 
have been one of the last survivors 
of the historic battle between the 
Monitor and the Merrimac, died in 
a hospital here last night. He was 91. 

A member of the Monitor’s crew, 
Hewling, in the later years of his life, 
frequently entertained acquaintances 
by relating details of the first impor- 
tant engagement between ironclad 
vessels, which resulted in the aban- 
donment of wooden fighting ships. 

He told how the Confederate ship, 
Merrimac, finally met its master in 
the Union’s “cheesebox on a raft” in 
Hampton Roads, March 9, 1862; and 
of how the Merrimac was forced to 
retreat to Norfolk after a four-hour 
battle in which its broadsides took 
no effect on the Monitor. 

The Merrimac later was destroyed 
by the Confederates themselves. 

Hewling enlisted in the Union navy, 
in response to President Lincoln’s call 
for volunteers. He entered the in- 
fantry in 1864, and_ re-enlisted in 
1866 for three years, in which he

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TWO POLICEMEN 
ARE FOUND SLAIN 


Theory of Murder and 
Suicide Eliminated as 
Probe Is Launched.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 24.—() 


Two providence policemen were shot 


dead in a downtown street teday un- 
circumstances which bewildered 


fellow officers who turned their 
Christmas Eve into as_ intensive a 
manhunt as the city has known for 
many months. 

The roar of guns attracted a cab 
driver who went to the street to find, 
near a police box, Patrolman Patrick 
M. Murray, dead, and Patrolman Ed- 
ward H. Kelly dying. Kelly died 
shortly after being admitted to the 
Rhode Island hospital. 

Both men had been 
through the head, with bullets from 
a .3d8-caliber pistol. Two shots had 
been fired from Kelly’s weapon, but 
Murray’s pistol still was in its hol- 
ster. No one could be found who had 
witnessed the shooting, but Police 
Superintendent Edward J. Kelly an- 
nounced that the theory of murder 
and suicide had been definitely elim- 
inated. 

Several Persons Quizzed. 

Police questioned several persons 
tonight but none of them was placed 
under arrest. The authorities said 
two persons, whose names they re- 
fused to divulge, had said they saw 
the two officers with a prisoner in 
custody a shdrt time before a taxi 
driver dashed from a store to find the 
two men lying on the sidewalk. 

A few minutes before the shooting, 
Murray telephoned police headquar- 
ters he had been informed by a min- 
ister that a car bearing Connecticut 
registration plates had been acting 
strangely in the vicinity of a church 
in the heart of the towntown business 
section. 

After word of the shooting. reached 
headquarters a detail of officers was 
dispatched in search of this car. Eight 
men were brought back to the station 
but they convinced police they had 
nothing to do with the crime and 
were released.

WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Dee. 24.— 
The Meriwether Federal Saving & 
Loan Corporation which was recently 
formed in this county for the purpose 
of aiding home builders, and home 
owners, now has approximately 100 
members and subscriptions to stock 
in the corporation, which is backed 
by federal authority, of approximately 
$90,000. 


A charter for the new county cor- 
poration, the first of an additional 
number that will be formed in this 
state, will be granted by the federal 
government within ten days or two 
weeks, it-was stated by the acting sec- 
retary of the organization, Colonel W.

The 
cake was in the oven six hours, 
It has 10 layers, the first nearly 
four feet in diameter, and bears 
v2 candles.

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THE WORLD'S 
WINDOW

On St. Paul’s 
Trail. 


Going from Angora to Smyrna and 
thereafter visiting the colossal ruins 
of the temple of the Diana of the 
Ephesians it suddenly dawned upon 
me that I am wandering in the foot- 
steps of St. Paul here in Asia Minor. 
For Angora is the old Latin town 
of Ancyra, which the Greeks called 
Galata. It was to the Galatians that 
St. Paul addressed one of his epistles. 
“Ye foolish Galatians.” 

Since he wrote the letter, from 
which appears that the Apostle had 
an intimate knowledge of the affairs 
of the Galatian church, it is generally 
surmised that St. Paul himself was 
the founder of the church in the.new 
Turkish capital. Nothing remains. of 
a Christian community here. Nothing 
Christian remains in all Asia Minor. 
The Greeks, the last Christians to live 
here, were expelled in their millions 
but a few years ago by Kemal Pasha. 
In Angora, after seeing the new city 
under construction, I visited the old 
part and stopped a while at the mas- 
sive ruins of the temple of Augustus. 
If St. Paul was here, he must have 
stood on the same spot one day. But 
what he saw’ differed considerably 
from the spectacle of today. 

Today the temple is crumbling 
away. Then, it was covered with 4 
layer of white marble and through 
the open porticos, for ancient temples 
stood always open, he could see the 
immense statue of the divinized em- 
peror and pagan priests waving gold- 
en censers before the altar. The adora- 
tion went on night and day. Finally, 
the Christians conquered and they 
smashed the statue. 

Smashing was a favorite pastime of 
humanity in the raw. Every bandit-in- 
arms has done his share of smashing 
round and about Angora and there- 
abouts. The greatest smasher of all 
though was Tamerlane, the great con- 
queror who came out of the east. His 
grave is located not far from Angora, 
where I saw it. It is true that I saw 
graves of Tamerlane on previous 0c- 
casions in Syria and Persia and that 
another exists in India. That one in 
Persia, a blue porcelain mosque, is the 
most beautiful.

Frederick The 


Great. 


“Old Fritz,” as Frederick the Great 
was affectionately known in Germany, 
has come back into fashion. He is the 
great symbol of the Nazi movement, 
because he made the name of Prussia 
respected, if not feared, in Europe. It 
is curious how easily history can be 
manipulated and falsified. The Fred- 
erick the Great was a close friend of 
Voltaire, whom he had frequently. 4s 
his guest. As a matter of fact, Old 
Fritz refused to speak German which 
he deemed an uncivilized tongue. But 
that’s neither here nor there. German 
is a marvelous language. 

Can you imagine Voltaire in present- 
day Germany? And what has become 
of Frederick’s compromise with the 
forward-looking people of his day. 
“My people and I have reached an 
agreement. I do what I like, and they 
say what they like.” 

Merely to say what you have seen 
in Germany of late is sufficient reason 
to be clamped in a_ concentration 
camp. There are actually people who 
still deny the existence of a wave oO 
terror in Germany. Those people ap- 
parently don't read much. 

Of course, Frederick was a tyrant. 
He lived_in an age of tyrants. But 
'to the English of his time he was the

symbol of enlightenment and of resist- 
‘ance to Hapsburg autocracy. His 
birthdays wer’ celebrated in England 
by having painters decorate the walls 
with his likeness. He was the special 
favorite of Methodists and non-Con- 
formists in general, because he was 
in favor of perfect freedom of worship, 
although himself an unbelievem Fred- 
erick was a far milder tyrant than 
a Mussolini or a Stalin, though.

So a fair estimate would be that there are in all about 268 firms to 
be affected by the policy and that they employ 11,352 persons. 
Taking in their dependents, the experts roughly estimate that there 
can be no more than 50,000 persons directly relying on silver min- 


ing for a livelihood. 


This is only one and one-half per cent of the population of the 


seven silver states. 


What the new policy amounts to is a bounty to these people.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Dec. 24.—In 
Mexico, we have no Christmas trees 
and we celebrate Christmas for nine 
days. There is a long heritage of tra- 
dition and legend to which we adhere 
closely in my native land and which 
we Samaniegos observe here in Hol- 
lywood. 

For nine nights before Christmas 
we have the posadas. They are a 
series of little household dramas por- 
traying the trgvels of Joseph and 
Mary and their efforts to find refuge. 
Each night one member of the fam- 
ily is a host or hostess, and when one 
is in Mexico it is not difficult to find 
nine close relatives all in the same 


we hold the posadas throughout the 
Mexican colony and close friends join 
us in the posadas where, in Mexico, 
it is held strictly among the family 
group. Thus it is here that often my 
mother and father, my home, the 
home of Jose Majica—a _ beautiful 
Mexican farmhouse in Santa Monica 
Canyon—and the home of Dolores 
Del Rio may all see the celebrating of 
the posadas before Christmas night. 


Instead of a Christmas tree we 
have the breaking of a pinata. This 
takes place on the last ceremonial— 
Christmas Eve—preceded by a charm- 
ing family party. In this posada, the 
wanderers who have been knocking at 
various doors for eight evenings, are 
at last admitted, in the little cere- 
monial drama, and the celebration 
reaches its height. 

The pinata is often a huge water 
jug, of porous’ material, easily’ 
broken, and decorated until it resem- 


bles a huge glittering Christmas tree 
ornament. Inside it is packed with 
gifts. The size of the pinata varies 
with the size of the family and the 
number of gifts to be given. 


The pinata is hung in the center 
of a large room or outdoors in the 
patio which is a feature of every 
Mexican home. And about the pinata 
are gathered one’s family and friends. 
In my case a very- large family makes 
quite a large* crowd of itself and the 
making of the pinata is quite a tedi- 
ous job. When the ceremonial reaches 
its height, each person is blindfolded 
and given a club rk long to 
hit the high-hung pinata. Then the 
blindfolded one is whirled three times 
and told to smash the pinata. Usual- 
ly there are a lot of failures before 
someone succeeds. There is lots of 
laughter over these attempts, many of . 
them hitting very wide of the goal. 
The one who finally succeeds in 
breaking the pinata will have the 
most triumphant year. 

Finally someone lands a sure hit 
and the pinata smashes. Down fall 
the presents. The one who did the 
hitting snatches off his blindfold and 
obbles up his share of the gifts be- 
ore others hurry in from the_ side 
lines. This is a mad _ scramble in 
which all join, young and old. It is 
the climax of the year. 


It’s a very different Christmas cus- 
tom from anything taking place in 
the northland. However, pine trees 
are rare in Mexican cities. And a 
pinata, swinging in a flower-bordered 
patio, is more typical of my tropical 
homeland. Once you have experienced 
the friendliness of this pinata cere- 
mony, you remember it always with 
warmnth in your heart. 

I am glad this morning to have the 
opportunity to wish you a very merry 
Christmas and a happy New Year. 


Father’s Warning Goes Unheeded — 
And New York Girl Is Murdered 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—-(/)—Louis 
Weiss runs an East Side newsstand 
at the corner of Fourth street and, 
Avenue B and during the holiday rush 
his wife and each of their six chil- 
dren have been lending a hand. Yes- 
terday the Weiss’ second daughter, 
Sarah, 15 years old, spent the morn- 
ing working and then suddenly dis- 
appeared. 

Soon after 3 o'clock this morning a 
watchman’s flashlight picked out her 
mutilated body in a gutter near a 
livery stable. Her teeth and one ear 
were crushed. Two burlap sacks and 
her own fur-collared coat were thrown 
over her face and tied about the neck 
with wire.

The story was pieced together when 
a brother, Morris, 18, reported Sarah 
missing and was taken to the morgue 
where he identified the body.

“Well, you live once and you die 
once, so why worry?” the father quot- 
ed her as replying.

Yesterday morning Sarah left“home 
to take her turn at the newsstand, 
leaving a note for a friend, Anna 
Lenick, 15, which instructed her to 
come back at 8 o'clock in the evening, 
when both would “go out,” the fam- 
ily said.

I, Gilbert Jonathan Redd, being of 
sound and disposing mind and a fair 
state of health, or whatever the legal 
rigmarole is—propose, starting here 
and now, to set down from day to day 
the important developments, if any 
such there be, in what so soon as 
this the newspapers are beginning to 
call the Kettle Pond Murder Mystery. 
A murder it undoubtedly was, or at 
any rate a homicide without seeming 
provocation. And at this moment 
it undoubtedly has in it certain ele- 
ments of mystery. 

IT am not one of those persons, 
unique among their contemporaries 
but esteemed by future historians, who 
keep diaries.

When the story is fin- 
ished I may tear up these pages or, 
or the other hand, I may leave the 
completed manuscript in a safe place 
with instructions to my executors that 
in the event of certain contingencies 
following my death, all or specified 
portions of it be given out for publi- 
cation. So, while it may be that the 
final record never beholds daylight, 
in any event it should have a touch 
of authority and more than a touch 
of authenticity, since I: shall be en- 
tering down each succeeding step or 
phase when the picture of it still is 
fresh and vivid in my mind. 


For the benefit of the reader—if 


indeed there ever be any reader—per- 
haps it would be well here at the out- 
set that I should tell a little about 
myself. I am 58 years old, a bach- 
elor, and a native of Tennessee, but 
it has been so long since I left there 
that sometimes I feel almost as though 
{ had lived always in the north. After 
I was graduated from Vanderbilt I 
went to work as a cub reporter on & 
Nashville daily. Two years later I 
emigrated north to take a berth on 
the old Evening Recorder. On the

I go in for Irish wolfhounds. And 
I have a collection of what I insist 
is the truest and earliest form of gen- 
uine America—relics from the mounds

these, examples of the handicraft of 
the Indians of comparatively modern 
times; weapons, utensils, sacred ob- 
jects, objects of adornment—that sort 
of stuff.

BUSINESS INDICES 
ABOVE 1933 LOWS 


Statistics in All Lines In- 
dicate Continuing Im- 
provement of Record 
Proportions. ‘i

NEW -YORK, Dec. 24.—()—It's 
a merrier Christmas in the business 
world this year. 

Holiday. festivities find leading in- 
dustrial indices not only well above 
their 19383 lows but also above 1932 
minimums, most of which were record- 
ed late last December as the coun- 
try began to sink into the trouble- 
some situation that led to the bank- 
ing holiday. 

Recent statistics indicate that the 


improvement which started late last 
month is continuing. Freight car load- 
ings, on the basis of the last report 
available, show a distinet contra-sea- 
sonal trend. Moody’s Index, adjusted 
for seasonal variation, rose to 59.5 
from 56.3 the week before. The same 
barometer measured steel production 
at 48 compared with 44.1 in the pre- 
vious week and electric power output 
101.3 against 100.5. The combined 
average improved 2.6 points to 69. 
(1928 equals 100). 

Retail sales, says Dun & Brad- 
street, attained “nearly record propor- 
tions” in the last minute Christmas 
rush and profit margins are said to 
have widened. Volume was above ear- 
lier estimates. Liquor sales, in states 
where they are legal, contributed sub- 
stantially to the aggregate. 

The agricultural south, according to 
reports reaching here, is showing con- 
siderable recovery, attributed by many 
observers to the government’s 10-cent 
cotton loan plan. Cotton loans anJ 
options are said to have given many 
farmers surplus cash which is finding 
its way not only into retail trade 
channels but is also being employed 
to liquidate old loans. 

Automobile output is not moving 
at as fast a rate .s had been expect- 
ed, although car production last week, 
estimated by Cram’s at 18,008 units, 
represented a small increase over the 
previous week. A year ago volume for 
the same period was 27,400. Ford is 
expanding, but Chevrolet is not yet 
‘in volume production on its 1934 pas- 
senger models. Total December figures 
for the industry are now being re- 
vised downward. 

Hopes for the new year, or at least 
its first quarter, are being based on an 
assumption that confidence has 
strengthened, that governmental ex- 
penditures will continue to help busi- 
ness and enliven the capital goods 
markets, that seasonal influences will 
become more assertive and that world 
trade will maintain its slow upward, 
movement.
